Washington, Jan. 11.—The answer

been received. Just as the officials 
of the state department expected, it 
amounted to a partial answer, very 
satisfactory as far as it goes, dispos- 
ing of the charges on character of 
goods seized, but not finally deciding 
broadly whether or not food stuffs 
are to be regarded as 
contraband. 


The British government adopts pre- 
cisely the point of view regarding1 the 
seized goods that was assumed by 
the state department and embodied 
by Mr. Choate in his note on the sub- 
ject addressed to the British foreign 


• office. 
In brief, Mr. Choate reports 


as follows: 


That the answer is highly satisfac- 


tory; that it is broad and liberal in 
terms. The position assumed by the 
British government is that 
food 


stuffs in transit to a hostile destina- 
tion can be regarded as contraband of 
war only when they are supplies for 
the enemy's forces. It isTiot suffi- 
cient that they are capable of being 
used for the benefit of the enemy; it 
must be shown that they are so in 
fact through their destination at the 
time of the seizure. The British gov- 
ernment does not claim that any oi

The British government is investi- 
gating the facts in connection with, 
the goods seized on the third vessel, 
the Beatrice.

mander of the Black Watch, was one 
of the many sad results of that en- 
gagement.
